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JONATHAN COLEMAN SOUTHMAYD 



Jonathan Coleman Southmayd, son of Ebenezer and Elizabeth (Starr) 
Southniayd was born in Castleton, Vermont, February 5, 179S. 

He prepared for college at the Castleton Seminary, and then entered 
Middlebury College from whence he graduated in 1817. He then matricu- 
lated at the Andover Theological Seminary at Andover, Mass., graduating 
in 1820. 

During the years 1820-1823 he was a tutor. Then he taught school at 
the Montpelier Academy from 1823 to 1835, after which he taught for one 
year at Burlington. 

In 1836 he came to Sutherland Falls where he remained until his death 
October 7, 1838. The reason he came here was probably due to the fact that 
he married Seraph Sequida Ormsbee, sister of Iidgar and Thomas Ormsbee 
who were living here at that time. 

He lived in a house that stood near the Beaver Pond Brook about four 
hundred feet north of the Municipal Building and just north of the place 
where McDevitt's livery stable stood for many years. 

He taught school in the old Stone School Building, now the Municipal 
Building. While teaching school, he conducted religious services in the same 
building, when other preachers were not available. His semces were always 
in demand as he was both scholar and clergyman. 

He was a man of great breadth of vision and during his last years he 
was very anxious to start a school for the higher education of girls. On a 
piece of land just southeast of Mr. Ratti's house on Patch Hill, he decided 
to build a large academy building. The enterprise, however, did not meet 
with the support that he had hoped, nevertheless, he worked continuously 
and almost alone. He is said to have removed the rocks and to have done 
considerable blasting, as the rocks still show by the drill marks. He accum- 
ulated a large amount of rock material in preparation for the foundation 
of the building, which he so firmly believed would be erected. He never 
deviated from this purpose, and when it became evident from his impaired 
health that he would not live to see the completion of the enterprize, he 
requested that he might be buried beside the spot where he had labored 
and dedicated his services for generations to come, and which he had fre- 
quented for rest and meditation after his labors. 

Here he rests, almost in complete oblivion, beside a spot commanding 
a magnificent view of the lowlands of the Otter Creek valley to the north 
and also a fine view of the hills on both sides of the valley. 

The place of burial is marked by a small marker with the initials 
"J. C. S."

whose life work was for the uplifting and instruction 
of the people of this vicinity."

The following streets were given the first treatment of 
tar: Cain and Center, Williams and Holden. Other streets treat- 
ed a year ago were given a second treatment. Labor for this 
work was furnished by the W. P. A. and the State contributed 
$671.25 toward the costs of materials and truck hire. 

Demands for winter maintenance, especially sanding are 
increasing each year. The costs are divided between two an- 
nual reports so that each winter's figures do not appear in any 
single statement. A night patrolman has recently been as- 
signed to keep watch each night and do any work necessary 
for the ordinary safety of the public which may arise during 
the night. 

The flood and hurricane of September 21st did only a very 
little damage in this community. Minor road washouts were 
found and a few roadside trees were broken. It seems that the 
widening of the dam at Sutherland Falls contributed a great 
deal toward preventing excessive flood waters. 

The State has designated that portion of the West Road 
from Double Road Crossing south to Rutland Town line as 
selected Highway No. 4. This makes a total of 10.7 miles of 
Selected Highways. 



W. p. A. Projects 



Town Road Improvement 

Numerous types of road improvement have been carried 
on under this project, consisting of new applications of tar, 
second year treatment, installation of storm sewers and cul- 
verts, and erection of cable guard rail. 

Storm sewers were constructed on Maple and Oak Streets, 
and extend on Pleasant Street through the Railroad underpass. 

Three stone culverts on the West Road were replaced with 
reinforced concrete pipe. Cable guard rail was also erected at 
three points on the West Road and three places on the Flor- 
ence Road. Some of these locations are new and others replace 
old weak plank guard rail. 

Riverside Cemetery 

Extensive regrading, seeding, and tree planting was done 
together with the construction of a masonry tool house. 

The boundaries of the cemetery were determined so that 
the entire property is now entirely improved and all limits 
definitely established. 

Sidewalk Construction 

Sawed marble slabs for sidewalks were made available 
through the generosity of the Vermont Marble Co. It was pos- 
sible to complete the layout on Reynolds and Grove Streets, 
and continue the South Street walk to the Riverside Cemetery. 
Rough grading and some curbing has been constructed on 
Gibbs Street, West Street, and Olympus Road. . 

Shade Tree Planting 

This project was started in the early winter and discon- 
tinued when the ground became too hard. Young elm, rock 
maple and ash trees were transplanted along the roadside to 
improve the appearance of our streets. 
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Proctor-Pitt sford Road Improvement 

The State Highway Department sponsored this project 
calling for an equal number of men from Proctor and Pittsford. 
The work was the relocation of the road near the intersection 
of the Proctor-Pittsford Road and the Corn Hill Road. The 
purpose was to improve the two bad curves there. An aver- 
age of 22 Proctor men worked on this project from early July 
until the last of January. 

The only cost to the Town of Proctor was $504.75 for 
their daily transportation. 

The wages paid these men during this period amounted 
to approximately $7,000.00. This item is not included in the ac- 
companying W. P. A. Chart which covers only local projects. 

The Town is grateful, however, to W.P. A., the State, and 
the Town of Pittsford for this opportunity for employment for 
these men. 

N. Y. A. 

The National Youth Administration continued to sponsor 
a project for the improvement and Landscaping of Village 
Streets. An average of about 9 young men earned $ 1,532.84 
while working on the project. Five young men had the oppor- 
tunity of attending the N. Y. A. school at Quoddy, Maine. Their 
records there are a credit to themselves and to the Town of 
Proctor. 

Village Projects 

W. p. A. projects shown in the chart will be further com- 
mented upon in the Village report. They too are a great help 
in the annual planning of the relief work of this community.

REPORT OF BOARD OF SELECTMEN 



For the year ending Jan. 31, 1939 the work adivities of 
the Town and Village have been given full time supervision by- 
Mr. Frank Olney who is a Sele6lman, Village Trustee and Road 
Commissioner. His work resembles that of a Town Manager. 

Careful consideration and much time has been given to 
those in need. The names of individuals receiving diredl relief 
have not been printed. The aid given has been considered a loan 
to be repaid to the Town when their conditions improve. The 
Town bought 100 cords of wood which was cut by relief help. 
This wood is delivered to the needy, who in return, work for 
it. 

Twenty-two allotments of different kinds of Government 
Commodities have been received and given out to eighty re- 
lief and near relief families consisting of 427 individuals. 

The Clothing Center was continued during the year, which 
has been a great help to many, particularly to the children. 
About 2,250 garments have been made and given to 56 fami- 
lies. Some of the garments were taken by State Officials to use 
as samples of excellent workmanship. Twenty-two families on 
the Welfare \\A received clothing from the W. P. A., consi^ing 
of ladies' coats, men's suits, girls' dresses, children's sweaters 
and play suits. 

The State has granted old age assi^ance to sixteen resi- 
dents. We are pleased to include the following statement from 
Mr. Simpson : 

''The amount paid in old age assistance in the Town of 
Proftor for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1938, was $2,680.00. 
During this period 96 cents cut of every dollar available to the 
Old Age Assistance Department was paid in benefits to elligi- 
ble elderly persons and only 4 cents was used for administra- 
tion. The cost to the State for administration was 1.6 cents and 
2.4 cents was paid by the Federal Government." 

There are two families recieving Mothers' Aid. 

The cooperation of the various charitable organizations 
of the community and the assistance of many individuals have 
been most helpful in caring for those in need. 
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At a special Town Meeting October 4, 1938, the Selectmen 
were authorized and empowered to purchase four double ten- 
ement houses and six and one half acres of land on Elm Street 
in the Village of Proctor for the sum of $5,400.00. The pur- 
chase was made as authorized and the Town of Pro6lor was 
given possession of the property as of January 1, 1939. W. ?• A. 
projects have been approved to repair the houses, extend the 
Street and develop the land. These houses will provide shelter 
for eight families. Those who occupy these tenements will be 
charged a reasonable rent. This neighborhood will be named 
"Elm Street Development." 

The Projedt of widening the Main Street overpass was a- 
gain postponed, but will probably be started in the early Spring. 

The suit brought against the town by Miss Gertrude S. 
Carrigan of Pittsford as a result of an accident which occurred 
on January 1, 1936, was settled during the Spring Term of 
County Court. 

Following the custom of several years the various Town 
Officers have made their printed reports as concise as possible. 
The detailed items covering all the activities of the Town are 
on file with the Treasurer and are available for the inspection 
of any taxpayer upon request. 

It is with gratitude that the Selectmen again acknowledge 
the splendid cooperation received from all the State and Fed- 
eral Officials who have aided them in the various governmental 
activities which concern the Town. The association with them 
has been most cordial and their courteous assistance has been 
very helpful. The Selectmen are also grateful to all the citizens 
of the community for their continued cooperation and good 
will. We welcome any constructive criticisms or suggestions 
from any resident that will help us to give better service to 
the community.

HEALTH OFFICER'S REPORT 

There has been no epidemic of contagious disease since 
the date ot our last report. Only a few scattered cases have 
occurred. 

Two cases of scarlet fever were reported. The children 
afflicted were both residents of other towns. One case of poli- 
omyelitis was reported from the Proctor Hospital. This child 
was also from a neighboring town. Of Proctor residents there 
were three cases of chicken pox, one of German measles, one 
of typhoid fever, one of whooping cough and three cases of 
measles. 

Samples of the village water supply have been sent to 
the State Laboratory from time to time. Only once was there 
an unfavorable report. This was during the period when it 
was necessary to supplement our supply with water from Fur- 
nace Brook. 

Water from the Procter Pool was examined and found 
to be suitable for swimming. 

One dairy supplying milk to the Proctor Creamery was 
inspected because of dirt in the milk. And one independent 
dairyman was granted a license to peddle milk after inspec- 
tion of his dairy and equipment. 

Samples of all milk have been sent to the State Labor- 
atory for analysis.
